SPEEDING-UP SOUTH 
AFRICAN MAILS 


The speeding-rp of the South African mail 
boats, which, after 21st August, will cover 
the distance between Southampton and Cape 
Town in fourteen instead of seventeen days, 
may’ have unexpected repercussions in 
Southern Rhodesia.

BROTHER’S CLAIM 


In the case of John Reilly the grounds of 
the application were that the verdict of the 
jury was against the evidence and the weight 
of evidence; that there was no evidence to 
support the verdict of the jury, and that the 
course of the trial was unsatisfactory and 
prejudicial to the applicant. 

The application of Thomas Reilly was 
opened by Mr. Casey, who first dealt with 
the submission that his client had been 
prejudiced in his defence by his trial on 
multiple counts in one indictment. ‘Thomas 
Reilly did not, and could not, he said, appre- 
ciate the difficulties of making a judge and 
jury understand his defence. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan remarked that the 
applicant had not retained either counsel or 
solicitor at the trial. The trial had gone on 
for eight days without a word of objection 
to the number of counts in one indictment, 
and now the applicant comes to the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, employing counsel and soli- 
citor, and said that. the whole trial was void. 
The Criminal Justice Administration Act and 
the Rules made provision for the grouping 
together of a series of charges of a similar 
character in cases where it might be desirable 
to hear them together. 

Mr. Casey said that the number of counts 
grouped together also made it difficult for 
the judge to deal with them fully to the jury.

Questions arising on the will and codicil of 
John O'Connell de la Hoyde, F.,R.C.8.1., 
late of 47 Parnell square, Dublin, came before 
the Court for determination on a summons 
by Richard A. O’Brien, solicitor, Dublin, as 
executor of the will of Kate de ia Hoyde, a 
sister; as personal representatiye of the tes- 
tator, and as personal representative of Mary 
Francis de la Hoyde, another sister. 

It appeared that John O'Connell de la 
Hoyde, who made a will dated lst August, 
1908, with a codicil dated 3lst August, 1912, 
died on 28th November, 1918, leaving three 
sisters—Mary Francis and Kate de la Hoyde 
and Teresa Mason. His estate consisted of 
securities value £5,010, chattel real property 
value £1,834, cash in bank £193, and 
debts £293. After payment of funeral and 
testamentary expenses, duties and legacies, 
the residue amounted to about £6,000. 

The testator’s next-of-kin were his three 
sisters and three children of a pre-deceased 
brother. By his will, after leaving certain 
pecuniary legacies, he gave a life interest 
with right of survivorship, to his sisters in 
the residue of his property. He left the 
ground rent of house how in Munster 
street, Phibsborough, after the death of the 
survivor of his sisters, to the Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul for the benefit of Glasnevin 
Orphanage ; and, under the same condition, he 
left his interest in Numbers 1 and 2 Fitz- 
william terrace, Bray, to his nephew, John 
B de la Hoyde. He appointed his sisters his 
residuary legatees. By his codicil he gave 
his sisters power of appointment by wilMover 
£500 each of their life estate. 

The question for determination by the 
Court was whether the general residuary 
bequest to the testator’s three sisters was 
effective in view of the provisions of the will 
and the provision in the codicil giving them 
power to dispose by will of £500 each out of 
what the testator called in the codicil their 
“life interest.”’ 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., who, with Mr, Morgan 
Byrne (instructed by Messrs. Mooney and 
Son), appeared for John B. de la Hoyde, 102 
Marlborough road, Donnybrook, and other 
next-of-kin, contended that the residuary 
bequest to the three sisters was not operative 
to give them an absolute interest, and that 
they were confined to a life interest as joint 
tenants, the survivor to take the ultimate life 
age and the residue went to the next-of- 
in. 

Mr. P. J.McEnery (instructed by Mr. John 
8. O'Connor), for the Attorney-General, con- 
tended that Kate de la Hoyde, the last sur- 
viving sister, who died on ist November, 
1955, and by her will dated 30th April, 1935, 
devised the residuary of her estate to charity, 
captured by her will the residuary estate 
under the will of John O'Connell dela Hoyde, 
and that accordingly the charities named in 
her will were entitled to the £6,000 residue. 

Mr. Justice Meredith held that Kate de la 
Hoyde took the entire residuary interest in 
John O'Connell de la Hovde's estate and 
that it went to charities under her will. He 
allowed all the parties their costs out of the 
estate.

He was building up a stud 
farm of thoroughbreds, and for that purpose 
he attended the sdle at Messrs. Goff’s, 
where he bought a mare described in 


the catalogue as Cupid’s Gift, with a long | 


pedigree. He paid eleven guineas for the 
animal, but the low price was due to the 
tariffs.on animals exported to England. Next 
year Cupid’s Gift bore a foal,» and when 
plaintiff proceeded to have it registered in 
the Stud Book registration was refused. 

There was, in fact, registeréd in the Stud 
Book a mare called Cupid’s Gift, but infor- 
mation regarding the various owners of the 
animal was not forthcoming, and for that 
reason they were unable to register her 
progeny. Accordingly, if they were to sell 
the colt foal, they would have to sell as 
a half-bred and not as a thoroughbred.

A HIGHLAND TOUR 


Fu 
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To-dayw is the 140th anniversary Of 
the death of Robert Burns. Just 
twenty-two years after the death Of 
Scotland’s national poet, Augustus 
Minchin, probably one of the Dublin 
family of that name, set off to visit 
all the places that Burns immortalised 
in song. He returned with a closely- 
written two-hunrded-and-fifty page 
diary, the contents of gvhich, it ia be- 
lieved, have not hitherto been used for 
publication. The following article 18 
based on his observations while moving 
about among contemporaries who 
Jigure in the poet’s life-story. 


land began on the 15th of July, 1818, 

when he went from Glasgow to Paisley, 
appropriately enough, in the boat ‘‘ Burns.’’ 
There he visited James Armour, brother of 
the poet's widow. James, who was aged about 
43 years and working as a journeyman 
cabinet-maker, told the memoirist that Mrs. 
Burns—*‘ Bonnie Jean ’’—was in good circum- 
stances, having an annual income of £150 from 
her son m the East Indies. 


COACH TO AYR 


On the nexé day he took a coach to Ayr 
and abided at the “ Black Bull,” where he 
found that a previous occupier pf his bedroom 
had written on the window shutter a couplet 
in disparagement of the amenities of the inn: 

‘““,. .. that was the case in Burns s days, 

But now no more deserves the poet’s praise. 
J. D., 5 May, 1818.” 

Some rough memoranda are evidently in- 
tended as reminders: “See Mr. R. A. Smyth 
—Nisbet—the Miller” “ Ask about Souter 
"; “See Kirken Jean, and a brother- 
in-law at Mauchline.’” The names will be 
familiar to readers of Burns 

Here, after recording tLat Burn’s mother 
was alive and residing near Haddington, the 
diarist recounts the following story as he 
heard it:— 

“As they could not get sufficient 
ground over the grave of Burns, at 
Dumfries, to erect a monument to his 
memory they were obliged to remove 
his remains to another part of the 
kirkyard, where there was more room. 

At the removal of the body an old 
soldier obtained a lock of his hair, 
with which he would not part for any 
consideration; for, said he, except 
looking at my wounds the greatest 
pleasure I have is viewing his hair.”

the long succession of his biographers, who 


have finely combed and sifted every detail. 


But at the time when Minchin was writing 
his diary the field was fairly fresh, and the 
following account of his last two days im 
Ayrshire is the more interesting to us when 
we bear it in mind that he was moving 
about among contemporaries of Burns :— 

‘18th August. Breakfasted at Ayr. 
Went to Alloway, Burns’s cot, Kirk 
Alloway and Brig o’ Doone, From the 
old road to Dalrymple I saw Mount 
Oliphant, which formerly belonged to 
Burns's. father. In Kirk Alloway 
churchyard I saw his headstone, and on 
it I engraved my name. (Editor's 
italics.) I write this in the room 
wherein ‘the landlord’s laugh was ready 
chorus.’ At the Kirken public I 
enquired for Kirken Jean, but found the 
‘Jean’ was dead, It is now kept by 
one Symington, a smith.—A.C.M. 

“ Mauchline, 19 August. Walked to 
the farm at Lochlee, where William 
Burness died. {Here the diarist resorted 
to the old spelling ef the family name.) 
Saw ‘Willie's Mill’ and Gaddshall, 
Went to Mossgiel, and there ate in the 
room in which Burns wrote many 
poems, In Tar(bolton) I saw where Dr. 
Hornbook resided. He was an old, fat, 
black-faced man. 

“In Mauchline [ saw the Wag, 
Andrew Noble, the Cowgates and Racer 
Bess's entry, and where the “celebrated 
ruling Elder’ lived. .. .” 

Then there is a reference to ‘“* James 
Humphy, the Noisy Poleraic,” after which the 
diarist goes on :— 

cc «+ Saw the house where Burns 
wrote ‘Holy Fair’ (the composition that 
was the “and greatest achievement in 
sarcastic humour). Visited Nance Tin- 
nock’s grave. Sat on Mrs. Burns’s father’s 
grave; a brother of hers, a mason, lives 
here. I wrote the above while sitting in 
Burns’s muckle chair, in Nance Tin- 
nozk’s old house, this pocket-book lying 
on the auld table at which he often 
wrote.” 

Minchen was so moved by writing at the 
poet's table that he tiraed the occasion at 
“half-past four.” Then, throwing aside the 
softer sentiments, he ventured out to meet 
some kindred spirits of Burns. 


AT TARBOLTON 


In Tarbolton, Minchin found that the cele- 
brated debating club, founded by Robert 
Burns in 178, no longer existed; but getting 
together some of the old members, and some 
brethren of St. James’s Masonic Lodge, he 
“took ale, as he put it. 

The Masons showed him several relics as- 
sociated with Burns, one of which was a 
letter written to the Lodge two days before 
the poet began his tour of the Highlands :— 

“ Men and Brethren,— 

“I am truly sorry it is not in my 
power to be at your quarterly meeting.

The applicant, said Mr. Casey, was charged 
with larceny under a section of the Larcen 
Act that. dealt not with larceny, but wit 
embezzlement; and the findings of the jury 
on several counts were contradictory, and 
showed that there was tremendous confusion 
in the minds of the jury in regard to them. 

The trial, submitted Mr. Casey, was un- 
satisfactory, first, because of the non-dis- 
closure by the State that. witnesses for the 
defence were not available; secondly, because, 
he said, of the omission of the trial judge to 
put the case for the defence in a proper 
manner to the jury, especially having regard 
to the fact that the accused man was un- 
represented ; and, thirdly, because of the mis- 
direction on the ingredients of the different 
offences mentioned in the indictment. 


WITNESS NOT CALLED 


Mr. Justice Sullivan.said that, -according 
to the transcript of the evidence given at the 
trial, the accused man had several witnesses 
whom he did not call at all, and that, 
although the trial judge offered, if necessary, 
to grant a bench warrant for a particular 
witness, the accused man never referred to 
that witness again. 

When Mr. Casey was speaking of the duty 
of a judge in putting the case for the defence, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan asked him was he 
suggesting that it was the duty of a judge to 
go over all the evidence again. 

Mr. Casey said that he was not. 

Mr. Justice O’ Byrne—To act as his counsel ?

He was going at a rate of 
ten to fifteen miles an hour, and he had with 
him in the lorry a man named Baker, who 
lived near Lumville Cross. When he was pass- 
ing the cross a van came up and hit the side 
of the lorry. The impact took the body off 
the chassis.

times covering as many ag forty miles in a 
day, he spent a full month journeying 
through the Highlands. And he seems to 
have missed nothing that was worthy of 
attention while following the path of Burn’s 
tour. Most of his pages are filled with re- 
miniscences of places «that the poet has made 
immortal; but he had also an observant mind 
and a ready pen for other matters of in- 
terest, and he made some amusing censures 
about incidental disturbancec of his personal 
comfort while blaming dirty weather and the 
bad state of the road between Crieff and Perth 
for preventing him making a detour to visit 
the graves of Betsy Bell and Mary Gray, he 
reproved himself for his delay at the inn 
where he had met a medical student from 
Dublin; and when eulogising the Birks o' 
Aberfeldy he remembered, parenthetically, 
“the impertinent lassie who waited on me.” 

On another occasion at a village near 
Inverary, he slept, or rather lay awake, in a 
miserable bad; for the screeching of the bag- 
pipes, accompanied by roaring and shouting, 
kept him in agony for hours. This plaint 
about the “pibroch’’ is hardly in keeping 
with the spirit of Burns; but all was forgiven 
when he learned that the carousal was in 
celebration of the launching of a new ferry 
boat. ... He had suffered a painful crossing 
in the old one! 


ALARMING ADVENTURE 


Once the pilgrim had an alarming adven- 

ture. Lost in a dank and gloomy glen on ; 
the side of Ben Lomond, he stumbled into an 
illicit distillery in operation. That, he thought, | 
was his closest call. ... ‘‘I was almost ready 
to sink to the earth with fear I would be 
murdered.” But the “superintendent—a wild, 
rough-looking man—”’ being satisfied he was not 
dealing with an Excise officer, persuaded him 
to. taste the barley bree before setting him on 
a mountain path to the Rowarden Inn. 
“ And thus my God preserved me from the 
perils of a dangerous journey, and from the 
hands of a hardened villain.’’ . The short 
tribulation may have been a just punishment 
for his admitted dishonesty in purloining a 
few plums as he passed through an orchard! 

On the 17th of August, 1818, Minchin 
arrived back at Ayr. and two days after- 
wards he ended his pilgrimage at Mauchline.

the old house where they held them in the 
time of Burns.”’ 

The last entry in the diary was made at 

Glasgow, when the tour was ended.

All Scotland is storm-battered and water- 


| logged after a week-end of terrific thunder 


and lightning and a day of torrential rainfall. 
From every part of the country come reports 
of damage by lightning. No person has heen 
reported injured, but in several districts cattle 
and horses were killed, while lightning 
damage to property and crops has been con- 
siderable. 

Flooding is now the chief danger. The 
country is saturated. Rivers and streams are 
rising rapidly, and in some instances are 
reaching the overflowing mark. 

One hundred and sixteen tons of water fell 
on every acre of Glasgow on Saturday. It 
was only the third occasion this year in which 
a day’s rainfall exceeded one inch,

The Italian ACethod 


Just as Tod Sloan introduced the 
forward seat in flat racing, from the States 
into England, Captain Caprilli was instru- 
mental in sponsoring another version of 
this forward style. Both are very different 
in technique, but the aim is the same—to 
interfere to the minimum with the natural 
movements of the horse. He died at the 
early age of thirty, leaving behind a few 
scribbled notes on his methods. They are 
to-day the skeleton of the Italian Cavalry 
Riding Instructions. Caprilli introduced 
the forward seat in 1905, but for years he 
had to fight hard against the conservative 
opposition of the old-fashioned systenr of 
riding over fences, leaning backward, and 
holding oneself at the horse’s mouth. The 
results which he achieved with his trained 
horses, both over the country and in the 
show yard, were so spectacular that the 
Cavalry School decided to call upon his 
services to reform their riding methods. 
Before the War, and during the years 
which followed, the Italian Cavalry School 
team became most famous through their 
triumphs at all the world’s big Concours 
Hippiques, as the jumping competitions 
are called. Most of their triumphs were 
achieved chiefly on Irish horses, of which 
they had many at that time. Now it 
seems that the teams emanating from this 
world famous cavalry institution have lost 
som of their brilliance. But this is not 
due to their system, but to a great extent 
to the fact that they have no longer the 
Trish horses of other days. Italy is breed- 
jng horses, but, just as an Irish cook 
cannot hope to produce spaghetti as good 
as the Neapolitan, Italy cannot breed Irish 
horses. 


Che Saorstat “Geam 


Slowly, but steadily, the Italian seat 
has penetrated into all the cavalry schools 
all over the world. Every year numbers of 
foreign cavalry officers are ordered to 
Italy. In Ireland to-day we have in the 
Free State Army team one of the best 
jumping teams in the world. Their recent 
successes at Lucerne, where they won fo” 
the third time in succession the Nations’ 
Cup, each time against the strongest com- 
petition, have once again established their 
reputation. But the Saorstat Army 
team’s successes are due to good horseman 
ship as well as to very wisely selected 
horses. Another secret of their laurels 
is Colonel Rodzianko, a pre-war Russian 
cavalry officer and a well-known crack 
rider. He was a pupil of the famous 
Itahan Cavalry School, and led the 
Saorstat team to their first internationa!' 
successes. After he left them the Irish 
officers kept their eyes open at every con- 
tinental show, always eager to learn, and 
with the strong will to go ahead. The 
young Irish officers who laid the founda. 
tion of the Saorstat team were well 
acquainted with horses in their youth, for 
they were all farmers’ sons. Colonel

IN DUBLIN 


BIG MEASURES 
CONTEMPLATED 


BRITISH EXPERIENCE TO

82535 views are held in this 
country in respect of town plannin 
according to Mr. J. P, Fitagibbon” 
secretary of the Dublin Corporation’s Town 
Planning Committee and staff officer of the 
streets section, in his evidence before the 
Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal which 
was resumed, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
George Gavan Duffy, K.C., in the Four 
Courts, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon said he had been in com- 
munication with various British municipalities 
on the subject, and had also obtained infor- 
mation in regard to what was being done in 
connection with town planning in parts of the 
Continent. 

The main principles on which the planning 
scheme in Dublin should be based had been 
the subject of many discussions between the 
City Manager and the officials concerned. 
Applying the views thus formed to a specified 
area and then to the whole city, and ring 
in mind developments in the surrounding 
regions, would prevent a plan being hastily 
adopted which might subsequently have to be 
drastically amended. 


A PLANNING SCHEME 


The City Manager, therefore, ordered that 
a report be submitted to the Housing Archi- 
tect (M.r H. Simms) and the Housing Engi- 
neer (Mr. Mathews) as to the steps they con- 
sidered necessary for the preparation of a 
em — oe covering one or more 
specified areas under i 
“ase ei the following suggested 

(1) Roads—construction of new and im. 
provement of existing roads. 

(2) Housing schemes—including their re- 
lations to roads, open spaces and general 
town plannir.g principles. 

(5) Open spaces. 

(4) Building density in specified areas. 

(5) Housing for structures other than 
dwellinghouses and flats, and for offensive 
trades, by securing general powers to the 
Corporation for sanctioning, or refusing to 
sanction, in each case on its merits. 

(6) In respect of dwellinghouses and flats 
query the advisability of providing for zoning 
in various Classes on a basis of value. or cost. 
according to special districts, or, alterna- 
tively, by securing general powers of sanction 
or prohibition. 

Following a preliminary report from 
officials the City Manager decided het he 
(Mr. Fitzgibbon) should visit certain munici- 
palities in Great Britain to obtain practical 
information from that country’s 10-15 years’ 
experience. The City Manager also decided 
that they should discuss with Professor 
Abercrombie the question of his acting as ad- 
viser for the Dublin planning scheme. 


THE ADJOINING AREAS 


Aiter his first visit to England, continued 
witness, it was hoped that regular meetings 
ot planning officers would be arranged. The 
conierences would, in a sense, be unofficial, 
and the members could not bind their respec- 
tive councils, but such meetings would be 
valuable, ani would be a reliminary to 
official action by planning authorities on re- 
gional lines. 

Dublin City’s plan could not be completed 
without reference to the adjoining areas, and 
their proposals must go further than their 
own boundaries. It was possible they might 
be able to carry out the plans by voluntary 
co-operation with adjoining planning authori- 
ties. If not, they could avail themselves of 
the powers under Section 21 of the Town 
Planning Act to secure the incorporation in 
their planning area of contiguous areas, and 
they still had the “much more extensive 
powers of Section 26, which constituted the 
Dublin Corporation as the regional planning 
authority for Dublin, Wicklow, Kildare and 
Meath. 

Pending greater experience in planning the 
municipal area they had left. the further con- 
sideration of the regional planning scheme 
over for the present. In the meantime, how- 
ever, any proposals for city development 
which would affect development in the area 
of an adjoining local authority were re- 
quired to take into account the development 
of the adjoining region, and consultation 
would have to take place with the local 
authority for the region. That was done, 
even before the passing of the ‘Town 
Planning Act, in the case of the Corpora- 
tion housing area between Kimmage and 
Crumlin. 

This concluded the evidence, and Mr. W. 
G. Fallon began his address to the Tribunal 
on behalf of the Dublin County Council. He 
had not concluded when the Tribunal ad- 
journed until this morning.

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GOODS POURING 
INTO CHINA 


SERIOUS LOSS TO 
CUSTOMS REVENUE

‘life had been spared. 


OPEN SMUGGLING 


Earl Peel called attention to the alleged 
smuggling which has recently taken place 
in North China. There was no secrecy 
about this smuggling, he said. It was 
! open, palpable and obvious to anyone in 
China. In six weeks alone goods to the 
value of 6,000,000 dollars had been 
smuggled into Tientsin, and this repre- 
sented about one-third of the gross 
Customs revenue. 

“I think you will agree,” he added, 
“that this is smuggling on a really noble 
and itaperial scale.”’ 

Appeals had been made to Japan to stop 
this smuggling, but very little notice had 
been taken of these appeals. This 
practice was only one aspect of the general 
relations between Japan and China, and 
through China with the Western Powers. 

Was it not possible for the British 
Government to approach the Japanese 
Government quite frankly and ask pre- 
cisely what they wanted, and attempt to 
reach an agreement which would not only 
deal with Japan, but also with, Chinese 
rights and welfare, and would go far to 
dispel the cloud of suspicion which hung 
over the whole of the Far East. 

There was ample room for trade for all 
in China if China could be relieved of her 
fear that Japan wanted to swallow her up. 
There was now a great opportunity to 
accept and welcome the feelers that Japan 
had put forward to settle many outstand- 
ing questions, and he did not think that 
the British Government could make a 
greater contribution to the peace of the 
world than to settle the troubles in the 
Far East. 


DISTURBING RUMOURS 


Lord Marley maintained that if Japanese 
aggression in North China continued the 
Chinese would naturally rely on their 
greater friendship with Russia to support 
her in resisting that aggression. There 
had been disturbing rumours in recent 
years of an understanding between Ger- 
many and Japan, and, therefore, we must 
realise that the connection between the 
European situation and the Far East 
might be closer than we suspected. ‘This 
situation must be carefully watched. 

A regional pact among the members of 
the League of Nations concerned in main- 
taining peace and good relations in the 
Far East should be the line upon which 
we should develop. 

Lord Newton contended that Japan had 
been very badly treated by the European 
Powers. Our actions with regard to the 
termination of the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance, and in respect of Manchukuo, had 
turned Japan from a friend into a poten- 
tial enemy. . 
“And now,” he added, “we are 
probably more disliked by the Japanese 
than any other nation.” 

It was true that Japan had been guilty 
of aggression, but this aggression had in- 
variably been in the nature of self-de- 
fence. The case in North China was one 
in which we ought to avoid precipitate 
action. 


THE BRITISH VIEW 


Earl Stanhope, First Commissioner of 
Works, replying to the debate, said that 
there had been an increase in smuggled 
goods right down into China, as far as the 
Yangtse. A vast mass of goods, mainly 
from Japanese and Korean sources, was 
pouring into the country, and the Chinese 
Customs authorities had not been allowed 
to carry arms, so that there was no 
method of checking this smuggling. 

“ This,” he added, “is unfortunate; not 
only for China, but for every country 
which does trade with China.’’ 

With regard to the attitude of Russia, 
he declared : “Russia is not in an aggres- 
sive mood, and is merely taking up a de- 
fensive position.”’ 

Incidents had occurred on the Manchu- 
kuo frontier, some of whiclt had reached 
dangerous dimensions. 

“ The view of the British Government,”’ 
he added, “ has been throughout that we 
should endeavour to continue and improve 
the friendship: between this country and 
Japan—although, perhaps, we do not go so 
far as to suggest that we should come to 
an agreement with them. We think that 
it woald be difficult to come to an agree- 
ment with Japan which would really be 
in accord with our general policy in China 
—“ the open door’ and freedom of trade 
for iretybod “ . 

It appeared that the Japanese view was 
Shon gi the principle oí “ the open 
door. ”' 


RECENT INCIDENTS 


“ Our desire to improve our Íriendship 
with Japan,” he went on, “ has not been 
improved by recent incidents. With the 
best desire in the world we cannot afford 
to have incidents of -this kind, if we 
really wish to improve our friendship and 
to see if we cannot come to arrangements 
which are mutually satisfactory not only 
to ourselves and to Japan, but to China, 
too.”' i 

Our interest was to have a strong and 
stable Government in China. We could 
not merely sit still and “wait and see," 
but the Government was exercising 
patience, and attempting to follow the 
negotiations. There was not the slightest 
intention on our part of taking forcible 
action in the Far East. ae 
“ We are out, through negotiations and 
a friendly settlement,’ he concluded, “‘ to 
assist China in her real difficulties to es- 
tablish a stable Government, and, in so 
doing, to improve the trade of the 


world.”’

MR. CHURCHILL ASKS FOR 
A SECRET SESSION 


——————— 
From Ovr PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 


IR THOMAS INSKIP, the Minister for 
S Co-ordination of Defence, in moving a 
Treasury vote for the salaries and 
expenses of his office, said that the a 
mentary estimates which had been put down 
for discussion later on in the evening were 
evidence of the swelling tide of production, 
and they were pointers of Tresh developments 
in the Government’s re-armament programme. 
He believed he was justified-in saying that 
there was general agreement as to the steps 
taken in the Naval programme, alike in ship- 
preduction, equipment and personnel. e 
was not aware of anxiety in any quarter of 
the House as to the Naval position. The 
Opposition certainly could not complain about 
the Naval expansion, for they were the 
eople whe had been contemplating a naval 
atkeds As to the War Department, its 
programme started later than that of the 
other two Services, but that was no fault 
of the Secretary for War. 

Since the last debate Sir Harold Brown 
had been appointed Director-General of 
Munitions Production—a title almost as 
magnificent as his own. (Laughter.) The 
Director-General at the War Office would 
take over what he might truly describe as 
““a going concern.” He would find that the 
reguiar sources of supply were being used to 
the utmost capacity. ~ sources of supply 
had had to be found, and fifty-two new 
firms had been offered contracts for the 
supply of munitions. Up to a fortnight ago 
fourteen of these had accepted firm contracts, 
and the rest were engaged in the examina- 
tion of processes and lay-out of plant which 
would enable them to take up contracts. 


“WHO IS THE INVADER?” 


With regard to the provision of man power 
that must go behind the searchlight or the 
gun, he deplored a recent utterance of the 
eader of the Opposition, Mr. Attlee. He would 
say no more about that than this—that Mr. 
Attlee himself served in the Great War with 
distinction, and must be aware that some 
forces were inevitable even under a Labour 
Government. Mr. Attlee said that the 
Government would appeal to him in vain to 
support recruiting, because he distrusted the 
Government’s foreign policy and their arma- 
ments policy. Would the right honourable 
gentleman leave the crowded cities, the 
centres of employment and the homes of the 
people undefended and at the mercy of an 
invader because he distrusted the Govern- 
ment’s foreign policy ? 

Mr. Will Thorne (Labour, Plaistow)—Who 
is the vader who is coming? 

Sir T. Inskip— The honourable member will 
know when his house is bombed. (Cheers.) 


DEFENCE THE SOLE AIM 


Defence was the purpose of all their re- 
armament. Defence was the purpose of all 
their strategic plans, That was the answer 
to those opposite who asked: ‘‘ What is the 
use of all these armaments?” It was the 
defence of their homes. (Cheers.) The air 
expansion plan of the Government coincided 
with a great change in the service machines. 
The new Air Force would enjoy the 
advantage of being equipped with machines 
of a performance and capacity and range and 
swiftness which would not have been possible 
two or three years ago. 

Mr.* Churchill—To carry the right hon. 
gentleman’s argument to its logical conclu- 
sion—if we waited another two years we 
should be in a still better position, 

Sir T. Inskip said that was not a logical 
conclusion. e went on to say that forty- 
two new aerodromes had been, or were being, 
acquired, and any member could read between 
the lines as to the extent of the personnel 
required. As an indication of expansion in 
the industry, he said there had been delivery 
of three and a half times as many aeroplanes 
and men and twice as many engines during 
the three months April to June as in the 
same ow last year. 

Dealing with the question of food supplies, 
he said their consideration of the matter was 
not yet finished. But they had already col- 
lected a great deal of material and taken 
important decisions, which he hoped would 
secure to the country increased agricultural! 
output in an emergency as well as a sufficiency 
of supply of all essential foodstuffs, 


SIX COUNTIES’ REQUEST 


With regard to the placing of contracts 
in the special and distressed areas, he said 
the Government had done their best to bring 
that policy into effect. The total value of ' 
Government contracts placed in those areas 
approximated to 17 millions in the financial 
year 1955-56. For the first quarter of the 
current financial year the amount was already 
in excess of 71 millions. 

Mr. W. J. Stewart (C., Belfast, South) 
asked what had been done for Northern 
Ireland, where there was a higher percentage 
of unemployment than in any of the dis- 
tressed areas in South Wales. So far as he 
was aware, they had received no orders 
there. He urged the Minister to give his 
consideration to this matter. 

Sir T. Inskip said that if there were any 
firms in Northern Ireland in a position to 
accept contracts and would submit their con. 
tracts to the Director of Contracts they would 
receive the same consideration as other firms. 

Mr. Lees-Smith (Lab.) complained that 
these Service estimates, representing many 
millions of pounds, would be largely wasted 
because of lack of co-ordination between the 
three Services. 


AERIAL DEFENCE 


It was known that non-professional men 
who had been invited to co-operate at the 
Air Ministry had come to the conclusion thar 
the Air Ministry were unduly defeatist on 
this question, and that there were certain 
devices which would make bombing in this 
country so hazardous that enemy bombing 
squadrons would become very much like 
suicide clubs. 

Mr. Churchill (Cons.) said that it was the 
duty of everyone who wished to see his 
country safe, and to give a ter guarantee 
for the peace of the world, to go into the 
lobby in support of the estimates now pre- 
sented. After listening to the speech of Sir 
T. Inskip he could not help feeling that the 
House had not been taken into the confidence 
of the Government. They had sincere svm- 
pathy for the Minister for the Co-ordination 
of Defence, because he had allowed himself to 
become an innocent victim of responsibilities 
strangely and inharmoniously and perversely 
grouped.

it was much easier for a private member to 
make himself responsible for figures of the 
kind than it was for the Government. If the 
Government gave figures they at once chal- 
lenge a denial or question on the part of 
loreign Governments, and it would be rather 
difficult to give figures in the case of Govern- 
ments which did not publish figures relating 
to defence. 

Mr. Churchill would like to have a secret 
session. There had been secret sessions in 
time of war, but we were not at war now, and 
a secret session could not be held in present- 
day conditions without at once giving rise to 
unauthorised rumours of what had taken 
place. The whole country would be stirred up 
and told that most frightful disclosures had 
been made. 


DISCLOSING INFORMATION 

As to a deputation to the Prime Minister, 
he would, he was sure, never refuse to receive 
a deputation of his follow-members, especially 
on such an important point ; but Mr. Churchill 
suggested that the deputation should be 
allowed to put its views and to suggest certain 
figures of foreign armaments aad that the 
Government should be called upon to disclose 
their information. 

He did not think it would be right to dis- 
close to a deputation information which could 
not be given to the House. Only in a certain 
emergency could he imagine that it might be

Mr. Alexander said that if Mr. Churchill 


“hod some secret information it was his duty 


to give it to the Government. There was a 
great deal of information to-day about the 
position in Europe that ought to be given to 
the House by the Government, and he saw 
no reason why secrecy should be maintained. 
Either the Government were really genuine 
in their programme of rearmament on infor- 
mation known to them, or else their whole 
appeal for support in that programme was on 
a fraudulent basis. 


AS THE CLOCK TICKS 


So far the Government had failed to make 
out a case for their rearmament policy, 
which was rapidly leading the nation to 
financial disaster. Every time the clock 
ticked the Government gave one halfpenny 
to the League of Nations, and £6 6s. went 
on armaments, The Government would not 
get any support from the Labour Party 
except on the condition, that any military 
expenditure was required for collective 
security and support of the Covenant of. the 
League in action against an aggressor. 

Sir. Austen Chamberlain—Not even in 
defence of our own country? 

Mr. Alexander said that if they were 
wantonly attacked they should not: be 
breaking the Covenant of the League by 
defending it. 

Mr. Noel Baker (Labour) said that sham 
gas-masks were like a sham League of 
Nations—worse than nothing. It was not 
possible to give real gas-masks, real training 
and real shelter to the massed millions of our 
cities to-day. The only defence was inter- 
national, and consisted of international agree- 
ment that air warfare should never be 
allowed to begin. 

Mr. Amery (Con.) said that if an enemy 
attacked us from the air he would seek out 
eur dockyards, factories and _ railways 
stations. If his attack was to be directed in 
that way our defences against it should be 
based on the same plan—dockyard by dock- 
yard, factory by factory, and railway station 
by railway station. "' 

Admiral of the Fleet Sir Roger Keyes 
(Con.) said that the present du4l control of 
the Naval Air Service was thoroughly unsatis- 
factory, and was detrimental to naval efficiency 
and to the efficiency of the Navy’s Air 
Service. 

Mr, Mander (Liberal) said that everyone 
knew that all this arming was taking place 
against a potential aggressor, and everyone 
knew that Germany was the Power that was 
threatening the independence of countries in 
Europe. 

‘* The German Government is treating our

they fancy—north, west, south or east.”

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FLYING OFFICER 
ON TRIAL 


SUGGESTION. OF 
FUNNEL SUCTION 


—— 
HE statement that he thought funnel 


suction was responsible for his ‘plane 
crashing on to the French liner, 
Normandie, was attributed to Flying 
Officer Guy Kennedy Horsey (Lieutenant, 
R.N.), the pilot, at a Royal Air Force 
courtmartial at Fort Grange, Gosport, 
yesterday. 7 
He pleaded not guilty to two charges— 
that he negligently damaged a Baffin air- 
craft by flying so negligently over the 
Solent that he caused the machine to 
collide with the Normandie, and that he 
negligently flew the aircraft in such a 
manner as to be likely to cause loss of 
life to persons aboard the Normandie and 
other ships alongside. 
Squadron-Leader Walmsley, opening the 
case for the prosecution, said that Lieu- 
tenant Horsey held a dual commission in 
the Navy and Air Force, that in the Air 
Force being a temporary one. 2 
On June 22 Lieutenant Horsey was 
given orders to carry out dummy torpedo 
practice over the Solent. He dropped a 
dummy torpedo, and that practice was 
without incident or accident. About one 
hour later he took off again and dropped 
another dummy torpedo. re ee 
‘Certainly as regards that practice it 
cannot be said it took place without in- 
cident or accident; for in the course of 
that practice Lieutenant Horsey’s aircraft 
collided with the Normandie,’’ said the 
prosecuting officer. 
“The Normandie was lying in the 
middle of the Solent, opposite Ryde pier. 
About 700 yards from the bows of the 
Normandie was the mark boat, alongside 
which he was to drop the torpedo. He 
dived towards the mark boat, flattened 
out alongside, and dropped the dummy 
torpedo,’’ said Squadron-Leader Walmsley. 


ALLEGED NEGLIGENCE 


“ Up to this point the prosecution do 
not suggest that there was anything wrong 
in the way he piloted this ’plane, but they 
do allege that from this time he was guilty 
of a number of acts of negligence in flying. 
After the torpedo had been dropped, first 
of all he should see that the torpedo had 
surfaced. Having done that, it was his 
duty to return to the aerodrome. Neither 
of those duties prevented him from climb- 
ing, and the case for the prosecution 1s 
that after the torpedo had been dropped 
alongside the mark boat he should have 
climbed ; but, in our submission, he never 
climbed at all. 1 

“Having dropped the torpedo, he 
turned to port, flew back towards the 
Normandie, keeping at a low height, flew 
along the port side of the Normandie—in 
our submission below the height of the 
funnels—and, having got to the stern of 
the Normandie, he then turned round the 
stern at a distance of less than 200 yards 
from it, and still below the height of the 
funnels. 

“ Having done that, he proceeded to fly 
down the starboard side of the Normandie, 
still keeping at a low height, still below 
the hei ht of the funnels, and witnesses 
will tell you at a distance very close to 
the starboard side of the ship. i 

‘‘ On approaching the bows of the ship, 
to use the words of a witness, the aircraft 
seemed to lift, then went into a tail spin 


ship.. Neither the accused nor any of the 
persons on the Normandie or in the tenders 
alongside was injured. 

“When you hear the evidence of the 
fact that the Normandie was unloading, 
that people were engaged in unloading on 
the decks, and therea,were people in tankers 
alongside, you will probably come to the 
conclusion that it was a miracle indeed 
that nobody was injured as a result of 
this crash.

AEROPLANES CRASH ON A LINER 


Horsey flew his aircraft low down near 
the Normandie when there was no need 
for him to do so. None of his duties 
necessitated him being low down near the 
Normandie. 

“The prosecution will call evidence to 
show that the aircraft was in perfect 
order when it left the station at Gosport. 
We do not admit that the engine failed ; 
but, assuming that it did momentarily 
fail, we still say that the accident was 
due to the act of neglect in flying, because, 
although engine failure, if there were 
engine failure, might be the approximate 
cause of the accident, the originating cause 
was the fact that he was flying low.” 


THE EVIDENCE 


Flight-Lieutenant A. David, command- 
ing “A” Flight Training Squadron, Gos- 
port, described Lieutenant Horsey as “an 
average pilot.’’ 

Squadron-Leader Walmsley—Would you 
describe him as an experienced or in- 
experienced pilot ?—Inexperienced. 

During the evidence a very smal] scale 
model of the Normandie was produced. 

Flight-Lieutenant David added that it 
was the pilot’s duty, after dropping the 
‘“dummy,’’ to climb and return to the 
station, It would be his duty in climbing 
to avoid flying across the Normandie. 

Replying to the Judge Advocate, Flight- 
Lieutenant David said that the Normandie 
came into the Solent after the orders for 
the torpedo practice had been given. He 
did not know the ship would be where she 
was. 

Evidence that he inspected the “plane 
on the day of the accident and found it to 
be.airworthy, was given by Corporal E. 
Fisher, 4 rigger. 

Corporal G. Webber, a fitter, gave 
evidence that he inspected the engine 
before the "plane went up for its last 
flight, and found it to be all right. No 
complaint was made by any pilot that 
morning about the engine failing or giving 
trouble, 

FLYING ORDERS 

Wing-Commander C. R. Carr, who is 

responsible for all flying organisation and 


orders at Gosport Station, said that more | 


than a month ago he told the course, of 
which Lieutenant Horsey was a member, 
that any disobedience of flying orders 
would be very severely dealt with, par- 
ticularly such things as low flying over 
beaches, piers and ships. He added that 
after dropping his “ dummy “ a pilot 
should return at a safe height to clear 
the coast. If he was flying low he was 
not allowed to go over a ship unless he 
was carrying out an authorised attack. 

Colonel Syms—He was doing his duty 
to dive to within 15 or 20 feet of the 
water /—Yes. 

Flying-Oficer James MacLaughlin, 
instructor to “‘A” Flight Training 
Squadron, who was in the pinnace which 
acted as the mark boat, said that the bows 
of the Normandie were 700° yards from 
the mark boat. The “drop” which the 
pilot made was the thirteenth dummy 
to be dropped that morning. About two 
minutes after the torpedo was drop he 
received a report, as a result of which he 
ordered the coxswain of the mark boat to 
go towards the Normandie. He found 
that the aircraft had crashed on the ship. 
The aeroplane was lying partly on the 
port. side, and was extensively damaged. 


FUNNEL SUCTION 
Lieutenant-Commander A. P. Colthurst, 
officer commanding the training squadron 
at Gosport, said that after the crash 
Lieutenant Horsey stated that when some- 
where on Normandie’s stern, or starboard 
quarter, his engine began to splutter, and 


he realised that it would be necessary to 


land in the sea. 

He had difficulty in stopping his turn to 
port sufficiently to clear the Normandie, 
and he thought he was being forced 
towards the liner by funnel suction. 

Mr. George Douglas Haswell, French 
Line representative at Southampton, said 
that the ‘plane appeared to be side- 
slipping towards the ship, while Percy 
Jones, mate of the tender, stated that he 
heard the engine mis-firing. 

Evidence was also given that itistruc- 
tions had been given to carry out dummy 
torpedo practice, and Horsey dropped the 
thirteenth torpedo just before the accident. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

interesting illustrated brochure on its 

motor transport, compiled from a lecture 
by Captain A. Hudson, chief motor transport. 
officer. 

It was not until 1919 that the Post Office 
became the owner of a fleet of forty-eight 
motor vehicles. To-day that fleet has grown 
to 11,555 vehicles, the largest number owned 
by any one business or authority in the 
country. The mileage covered now runs into 
astronomical figures. During the year ended 
March, 1936, it was approximately 125,000,000 
miles, and the petrol consumption was about 
6,250,000 gallons. Post Office vans are used 
in all parts of the country, and may be seen 
in the Orkney Islands, the Isles of Lewis, 
Harris, and Skye, and even on the tiny island 
of Luing. off the west coast of Scotland, for 
which petrol has to be supplied by rowing 
boat from the mainland. 

Long-distance foot posts and long journeys 
to remote and scattered hamlets by pedal 
cyale are being eliminated in favour of 
quicker transit by motor cycle or the small 
motor van. Whilst the red van is used princi- 
pally for postal work it is also employed for: 
the distribution of telephone directories and 
the collection of coins from kiosks. Recently 
motor services have been instituted to take 
greater advantage of railway services. Inter- 
communicating road services between two 
railway systems have short-circuited journeys 
of letters, and enabled the Post Office to 
speed up the delivery of mails. A further 
development has made possible the closing of 
minor sorting offices and concentration of the 
work on larger offices or main sorting offices, 
resulting in better public service. 


Te British Post Office has issued an 


THE TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


The intensive development of the tele- 
phone system in recent years has only been 
possible with the aid of the many utility 
and engineering motor vans employed by 
the Post Office. Observation of overhead 
telephone and telegraph lines has been made 
easier by the provision of a van with a 
cab having a sloping panel which negatives 
the glare of the sun. The panel permits the 
lineman to loek upward for line faults in 
all sorts of weather. The vans themselves 
have been the means of reducing charges con- 
siderably, ard save annually approximately, 
£150,000 in fares, freight and cartage. 
Speedier installation of the telephone has 
accompanied economy, for the percentage of 
new telephone installations completed within 
one week has increased from 42 per cent, 
in 1931 to 95 per cent. in 1956. 

Special instruction is given to every pros- 
ective driver in the district in which he will 
be employed. Each driver has to possess a. 
satisfactory knowledge of the highway code. 
The Post Office is keenly alive to its respon- 
sibility for taking every measure possible to 
ensure that its vehicles are driven with due 
regard to the safety of other users of 
the roads. All Post Office motor drivers 
are eligible for enrolment in the safety first 
movement, and are keen to secure the 
diplomas and medals awarded for freedom 

from accidents. 


ACCIDENT FIGURES 


A detailed analysis of all accidents, in: 
cluding slight damage done to vans in enters 
ing or leaving garages and slight contacts 
with other vehicles, which private drivers 
would not regard as accidents, shows that in 
1932 the proportion of accidents to mileage 
was one to 20,000, whereas in 1955, despite 
the great increase of motor traffic on the 
roads, the standard of driving by Post Office 
drivers had improved from one to 25,650. In 
other words, the figures for 1955 show an 
improvement, of 28 per cent. on those of 
1932. It should be remembered that claims 
in respect of damage and personal injury are. 
met by the Post Office as by an ordinary 
private employer. 

The Post Oifice fleet of motor vans is 
growing at the rate of 500 a year, and there 
is no indication yet that the maxim 
number, or the full extent of their onal 
ness, has been reached.

A Foolish Speech 


The Vice-President of the Executive 
Council is a Minister for whom we have a 
sincere respect. Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly is 
a man of culture and moderation. In his 
capacity as Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health he has done much 
admirable work during the last four years, 
and, as head of his department, he always 
has been easily accessible and prepared to 
give a courteous hearing to everybody. 
It is a great pity that Mr. O’Kelly does 
not keep out of “ politics.” He does not 
often make political speeches; but we 
regret to say that when he does mount the 
platform, he occasionally allows his tongue 
to run away with him. Some months ago 
he created a diversion when he announced 
that the Free State Government was 
determined to knock off all the shackles 
with which its feet had been bound by the 
accursed Sassenach; but nobody took his 
remarks very tragically, on the general 
ground that it was pretty Fanny’s way. 
Besides, Mr. O'Kelly was known to be 
doing good work in the way of provision 
for housing accommodation for the poor, 
and for the improvement of public health 
services in the Saorstdt, so his somewhat 
extravagant views on Anglo-Irish relations 
were allowed to pass almost without 
comment. Now the Vice-President seems 
to have over-stepped the mark in a speech 
which he delivered to the inhabitants of 
Milford,. County Donegal, on Sunday. 
Possibly, he thought that in the far-off 
fastnesses of Tirconnail he could say what 
he chose to say without fear of misinter- 
pretation. Possibly, he had his weather 
eye on the forthcoming by-election in 
County Galway, and believed that he 
could strike a subtle blow for Irish 
freedom. Possibly, he just was in an 
impish mood, and made a silly speech 
pour épater les bourgeois. Whatever may 
have been the O'Kelly 
delivered himself of some particularly 
unhappy remarks, in the course of which, 
incidentally, he flatly contradicted his 
leader. We do not know, and we do not 
presume to guess, what was at the back 
of the Minister’s mind; but we do 
suggest, in all humility, that it is high 
time that the Executive Council should 
formulate an agreed policy on matters of 
this kind. 

Mr. O'Kelly's theme was the King 
Charles's head of Irish politics—the 
perfidy and general unpleasantness of 
Great Britain. He was speaking in 
Donegal; therefore, he probably thought 
that it would be a good idea to deliver 
an attack on partition. Nobody in reason 
could take exception to that basis for a 
political speech. It must be very difficult 
to ring the changes on Fianna Fdil’s 
policy, and, if Mr. O’ Kelly had contented 
himself with a few shafts against perfide 
Albion, thereby following the age-old 
tradition of Irish sun-bursters, we should 
have had no quarrel with him. We should 
not even have been perturbed if the Vice- 
President had blamed Great Britain for 
the partition of Ireland, and had ‘left it 
at that; but he went much farther. 
Taking a leaf out of Miss Mary McSwiney’s 
book, Mr. O'Kelly announced that, so 
long as partition should remain, there 
would be no peace in Ireland. Difficulties, 
he said, had arisen for Great Britain 
within the last few months, and diffi- 
culties would arise again. Then the 
British would be looking around for 
friends, and it would be well for 
them to realise that they would have 
Ireland to reckon with, and that Ireland 
would not be there as a friend so long as 
they continued to countenance partition. 
“England made partition,” declared this 
doughty champion of Irish unity. "It is

If this 
speech had been made by some untutored 
occupant of Fianna Fadil’s back benches 
in Dáil Eireann, it might be ignored with 
safety.

President of the Executive Council, and, 
as such, he cannot be ignored. He has 
told the people of Donegal, in effect, that 
the Free State will take advantage of 
Britain’s difficulties whenever she gets the 
chance; for he knows perfectly well that 
Britain cannot, even if she would, put an 
end to partition. If, in short, there is 
another war in Europe, the Irish 
Dominion will be on the side of the 
King’s enemies. 

Almost identical sentiments were ex- 
pressed on Saturday by General Eoin 
O'Duffy, who must have rubbed his eyes 
yesterday morning when he discovered the 
identity of the latest recruit to his policy.

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thinks about it all. Speaking in Dáil 
Éireann only a month ago, he made a 
statement vastly different from that of his 
immediate subordinate. Discussing the 
suggestion that Britain might be attacked 
through foreign States that might attempt 
to use this country as a base, the President 
said, inter alia: ‘; We are prepared, and 
any Government with which I have been 
associated has always been prepared, to 
give guarantees, so far as guarantees can 
be given, that that will not happen.” He 
went on to say that the Free State would 
make all necessary provisions to ensure 
that the fall strength of the nation would 
be used to resist any attempt of any 
foreign Power to abuse its neutrality ‘‘ by 
using any portion of our territory as a 
base.” Here spoke the statesman, as 
opposed to the party politician angling for 
votes in Donegal. President de Valera’s 
statement on that occasion made a deep 
impression throughout the Commonwealth ; 
and we hope sincerely that Mr. O’Kelly’s 
gaffe will not remove it. We invite the 
President to declare publicly whether or 
not his-colleague’s statements represent im 
any way the views of the Executive 
Council. Unfortunately, the political 
situation in Europe at the moment is just 
as bad as Mr, O'Kelly and General 
O’ Duffy believe it to be. We hope, and 
believe, that there will be no war during 
the lifetime of the present generation : 
but one never knows, and at any minute 
the guns might begin to boom. From the 
point of view of Great Britain and the 
other Dominions, the Free State’s attitude 
is not without importance. A_hostilc 
State on  Britain’s flank, however 
negligible it might be in the military sense, 
would constitute a serious embarrassment 
to the Imperial General Staff; and it is 
essential that there should be no doubt 
regarding the Saorstdt’s intentions. On 
the one hand, President de Valera has 
declared that it will be at least neutral ; 
on the other, Mr. Seán T. O’ Kelly 
threatens dire things.

_ Planning Dublin 


We advise our readers to follow the pro- 
ceedings of the Greater Dublin Tribunal 
with new interest from now onwards ; for 
it looks as if the Tribunal is. coming to 
grips at last with the real problems of 
the city and county.

He 
admits what very few witnesses before 
the Tribunal have been ready to admit— 
that the City of Dublin cannot be planned 
by itself, for the very good reason that 
the City of Dublin is not an entity, but 
only part ot a large entity which includes, 
at the least calculation, the entire county, 
and probably a still

more extensive 
Nothing, except the law, admits 
the existing boundaries within County 
Dublin. Mr. Fitzgibbon, speaking for the 
city authorities, points out that any 
reasonable plan for Dublin City inevitably 
must interfere with the surrounding areas. 
The authorities of those areas, he says, 
may be willing to co-operate with the Cor. 
poration ; but, if not, the Corporation may 
be compelled to use its statutory power to 
plan for the whole county and the three 
adjoining counties. If the authorities are 
wise, they will accept the former course. 
We hope that one of the Tribunal’s recom- 
mendations will be the establishment of a 
joint authority of the four districts in 
County Dublin, with power to plan for 
the whole county—with power, also, to 
administer water supplies, transport and 
housing in the interests of the whole 
area. 

For the rest, Mr. Fitzgibbon seems to 
have been uncomfortable at yesterday’s

sitting. He us—against all 


appearances—that the Corporation has 
not ignored the matter of regional plan- 
ning, as opposed to planning for the city 
alone. It does not wish, however, to 
adopt a plan in haste, inasmuch as that 
plan might have to be altered drastically at 
a later date. This explanation is all very 
well, but the Dublin area cannot remain 
unplanned indefinitely; and it is not good 
to hear that the matter has been shelved 
“for the present.” Every day the lack 
of a plan becomes more cruelly evident. 
It will require quite long enough, after 
a decision has been taken on the planning 
of the region, to devise the plan itself 
and to carry it into initial « fect ; and there 
ought to be no further delay. There are 
four newly elected local authorities in 
the four districts of County Dublin. The 
fact that their election has been hailed as 
a political victory must not blind them to 
the real purpose of their existence—which 
is to administer those areas as well as 
possible. We suggest that they shall 
signalise their election by proof of a new 
and more progressive attitude towards the 
county’s problems—an attitude, above all, 


of co-operation.

Vimy Ridge 


Next week the King will inaugurate a 
great memorial to the Canadian troops who 
fell at Vimy Ridge. Large numbers of 
Canadians already have crossed to Europe 
for the ceremony. Some of the most dis- 
tinguished men in the Dominion will 
participate, and the presence of the King 
will set the seal upon a notable event. 
The new memorial on Vimy Ridge will do 
more than commemorate a gallant feat of 
arms—one of the most gallant, indeed, of 
the whole War. It will symbolise the unity 
of Canada—the greatest of the Dominions 
—with the home countries through the link 
of the Crown. The work of the Canadian 
forces during the War cannot be over- 
estimated. They came from all parts of 
the Dominion—from the French as well as 
from the English-speaking provinces—and 
it is safe to say that their fighting qualities 
were second to none. In the days before 
the War, when the chances of a conflict 
were being weighed up on the Continent, 
one of the fondest ideassof the Central 
Powers, especially of the Germans, was 


that the British Empire not only was 
effete, but would dissolve into its elements 
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at the threat of war. That illusion pro- 
bably was responsible for the wreck of the 
German cause. When the call came the 
young men, of the Dominions were almost 
the first to respond in their thousands ; 
and think of what they did! The Cana- 
dians at Vimy Ridge, the South Africans 
at Delville Wood, the incomparable Aus- 
tralians and New Zealanders on the 
Gallipoli peninsula shed their blood in 
torrents for the Empire, confounding 
completely the false prophets who foretold 
their defection. . The memorial] at Vimy 
Ridge will add one more to the proud 
monuments that bear witness in France 
and Flanaers to the loyalty of the King’s 
subjects twenty odd years ago. To us in 
Ireland it will have a special significance ; 
for there were thousands of Irishmen in 
the Canadian forces, one of the first 
detachments of which marched through the 
streets of Dublin en route for the front. 
Canada’s memorial will take its place now 
beside the Ulster Division's Helen’s 
Tower at Thiepval, and the Sixteenth 
(Irish) Division's Celtic crosses at Wyts- 
chaete and Guillemont. In those days 
there was no distinction between Canadian 
and Irishman, Briton and South African, 
Australian and Scot. All were united in 
the service of the Empire, and we believe 
that, if the call should come again to. 
morrow, they all would be united again. 


Dr. Townsend 


The hunt for the Philosopher’s Stone 
was abandoned in Europe some centuries 
ago, but on the American continent it still 
is carried on with enthusiasm. Nowadays 
the economists have taken over a work of 
research that used to be the concern of 
the alchemists, and are busily engaged in 
the discovery of some formula which will 
fill every pocket with gold, or its 
equivalent in dollar bills. So far, only 
Mr. Aberhart, of Alberta. has. had a 
chance to put his own formula to the test, 
and the Canadian Government is watching 
the experiment with some misgivings, 
especially since one of its first results was 
a default on the Albertan State Loan. In 
the United States the late Mr. Huey Long 
and several other experts have put 
forward schemes to banish the depression, 
but by far the most grandiose has been 
Dr. Townsend’s Old Age Revolving 
Pension Movement, which at present is 
revolving to some purpose. The general 
idea behind Dr. Townsend’s plan is that 
the more people spend and the less they 
work, the richer they become. He pro- 
poses, therefore, to give a pension of £40 
a month to every old person, irrespective 
of private means, and the only conditions 
will be that the recipient shall do no 
work, and shall spend the whole of the 
£40 every month. This scheme, as may 
be imagined, suits the more elderly 
American citizens quite well, and Dr. 
Townsend’s political meetings have been 
drawing large crowds. Indeed, the Con- 
vention of the Old Age Pensions Revolving 
Movement, which was held last week, was

UNITY AND DEFENCE 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—The technical side of yesterday’s 
debate on defence in the House of 
Commons was, on the whole, reassuring. 
It was clear from the balanced review 
given by Sir Thomas Inskip that a sub 
stantial beginning has been made in the 
immense task of organising adequate 
supplies of material for all three defence 
Services. Progress in the Navy and in 
the Air Force has been more rapid than 
in the Army because they were first off 
the mark, but even the sources of supply 
for the Army are in better and bigger 
shape, and a more disquieting feature in 
that Service is the continued difficulty in 
obtaining recruits. 

A specially favourable point for all 
Services is that the machine tool industry 
at home is working to the utmost of a 
swiftly expanding capacity, and that 
doubled imports ate helping to make good 
the temporary inadequacy of its output. 
It is also clear from Sir Thomas Inskip’s 
speech that the lay-out of our defences is 
becoming less vulnerable. The decision to 
transfer the filling factory from Woolwich 
to South Wales, Lancashire and Scotland 
is confirmed. Factories are to be revived 
and aac: nay in’ Hereford, and in 
Nottingham the duplication of key plants 
is being carried out. . Emergency reserves 
of essential raw materals, of food. 
stuffs and of feeding-stuffs have been 
decided upon. The planning of the diver. 
sion of shipping to less exposed ports, and 
of the distribution of their cargoes, has 
gone a long way. The industrial expan. 
sion and reorganisation, which are among 
the elements of a defence programme, are, 
therefore, proceeding in excellent order, 
and at a promising speed. To say the 
least of it, Sir Thomas Inskip has given 
grounds for disbelieving those who con- 
tinue to assert that the Government have 
grasped neither the urgency nor the scope 
of their task. 

There was, however, a political side to 
the debate, which was less satisfactorv. 
It is, of course, true that the Labour Party 
outside the House of Commons go to in- 
defensible extremes of exaggeration and 
contradiction in their comments on the 
defence programme. They are in theory 
the prey to a number of obsessions. rang- 
ing from the limitless pacifism of Mr. 
Lansbury to a more widely held concep 
tion—that collective security means that 
other nations will fight our battles. But 
in practice many of them fully recognise 
the present need, whatever its origins may 
be, for restoring the strength of this 
country, and it will be wisdom not to 
despair of their co-operation, and certainly 
not to prevent it by taking too seriously 
vlatform utterances of the extremer sort. 
There can be little doubt that a general 
lack of response among the public to the 
attacks of some Labour speakers upon. the 
defence programme is already having its

Herr von Papen, fresh from his triumphs 
in Vienna, is said to be taking a hand. 


German Fortifications 

The Germans are fortifying not only 
Heligoland, but all the islands along the 
German North Sea coast, and the prepara- 
tions for their defence are described as 
being almost feverish. There are five or 
six of these islands, and on each many 
thousands of tons of concrete are being 
used as foundations for fortifications and 
aeroplane landing grounds. The Island of 
Sylt, which is more northerly, is also being 
fortified, and to such an extent that it may 
be one of the largest and most strongly 
defended air and naval bases in Northern 
Europe. It is stated that on this island 
huge underground flying boat hangars are 
a feature of the construction plans. Sylt is 
four hundred miles from the British coast, 
while the other islands are about two 
hundred and fifty miles. 


Anglo-Italian Trade 

Quite apart from any question of 
sanctions, there are difficulties with regard 
to trade between Great Britain and Italy. 
The principal obstacle is the slow working 
of the payments under the Anglo-Italian 
trade and payments agreement. Italy has 
just paid £24,000, which still leaves an 
outstanding balance of £1,500,000, and 
actually Italian payments are nearly ten 
months behind. Under Italian legislation 
for the control of the exchanges, exports 
other than fresh fruit and vegetables are 
authorised only after the Italian exporter 
has surrendered the corresponding foreign 
exchange or has produced evidence that 
the exchange will be surrendered, but 
these requirements are inapplicable where 
the importing country has a _ clearing 
agreement with Italy. The present agrec- 
ment does not enable this to be done, as 
British importers are under an obligation 
to pay the debt to the clearing office and 
not to the Italian exporter.

| The Defence of Culture 


The report of the recent Congress of 
International Writers for the Defence of 
Culture, held in London, has just been 
issued.

ACCIDENT IN SCOTLAND

hYEIIS are rapidly taking — in 
connection with the propos oil 
refinery in the Free State. The announce- 
ment yesterday of the registration of two 
one million pound companies directly con- 
cerned with the oil business, and the fact 
that Mr.. Thomas C, Burgess, head of the 
Thames Haven Oil Wharves, Ltd., who 
Lis to be the expert in charge of the Free 
State refinery, is now in Dublin, are some- 
thing more than a mere coincidence, The 
information given to a deputation at the 
Ministry for Industry and Commerce 
yesterday that the existing conditions will 
not be disturbed for at least eighteen 
months does not in any way take away 
from the general belief that a beginning 
is now being made on a scheme which is 
bound to have very big potentialities for 
the future of the country. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The immediate anxiety is, naturally. 
as to what extent the new project of 
importing the crude oil and refining it 
here will affect the amount of employment 
in the oil industry. It will be recalled 
that an official announcement which con- 
veyed the information that Mr, Burgess 
would be the expert in charge of the 
project also assured the public that em- 
ployment would not be adversely affected. 
This has not altogether had the effect of 
allayrng the apprehensions which had been 
felt, and in many quarters further in- 
formation would‘be welcomed. It seems 
obvious that, if the bulk of the Free 
State’s requirements in petrol are to be 
supplied by the native refinery, the present 
sources of supply must inevitably suffer 
serious disturbance, and that many people 
employed in the distribution services are 


likely to be displaced. 
SUGGESTED QUOTA 


The suggestion is that at the beginning. 
at all events, the distributing firms will 
be permitted to import their ordinary sup- 
plies on a quota basis. That is to say 
they will be able to import up to the 
quantity they brought in during 1935, but 
they will probably be required to take a 
stipulated quantity of the home product, 
much on the lines of the coal-turf arrange- 
ment. This, of course, would not ‘be 
altogether satisfactory to the distributors 
unless there was a marked increase in the 
consumption. And, moreover, there is the 
question of the-suitability with regard to 
which there is considerable doubt among 
motorists. On the question of quotas there 
will naturally be a good deal of con 
troversy, and the various distributing com 
panies will make the best case they can. 


QUESTION OF SITE 

On the subject of consumption, account 
must be taken of the developments in 
aviation which gre now taking place, both 
internally and riternationally. These 
developments, as they progress, will natur- 
ally create demands for increased supplies 
of petrol, so that by the time the refinery 
is ready for production an entirely 
different situation may have come about. 
There is still no official information as 
to the site of the proposed refinery, but a 
statement may be expected at any moment 
following the conferences which are now 


taking place. 


POSITION DEFINED 


TRADES UNION COUNCIL 
DEPUTATION 


Officials of the Department of Industry 
and Commerce received a deputation from 
the Dublin Trades Union Council yester- 
day in regard to the oil refitlery project. 
At the conclusions of the discussions a 
member of the deputation stated that the 
unions had asked for information in con- 
nection with the scheme, and had ex- 
pressed the fear that some of their mem- 
bers who are at present employed in the 
Dublin oil dépéts would lose their employ- 
ment as a result of the project. 

The representatives of the Department 
stated that it was unlikely that the re- 
finery would be in operation for at least 
eighteen months. They stated further 
that no existing distributing company 
would be required to suspend its activities 
in the Free State as a ‘result of the change 
in conditions. All companies would be 
enabled to obtain their supplies from the 
refinery company, which would not go into 
the market as a distributing concern. 

It was also pointed out that, in addition 
to the employment provided in the re- 
finery, Irish seamen would be employed 
on the oil tankers. 
The unions represented were the Irish 
Transport Union, Irish Union of Dis; 
tributive Workers and Clerks. Irish Sea- 
men’s and Port Workers’ Union. Irish

HE six men arrested in the police raids 

in Londonderry on Friday last made 

a brief appearance before Mr, Philip 5. 

Bell, R.M., at the Petty Sessions Court- 

house yesterday morning, when a remand 
until Monday next was granted. 

Further applications for bail were re- 
fused, and only Hugh McAteer, sen., who 
is on bail, was allowed out of custody. é 

A large crowd outside Londonderry Jail 
cheered loudly when five of the six men 
arrived back under heavy police escort 
from the police court. 


THE PUBLIC EXCLUDED 


The accused men are Hugh McAteer, 
dock labourer (who has been granted 
bail), his four sons, Hugh, Daniel, John 
and Edward Gerard, and Thomas Carlin, 
who. it is said, is an ex-Service man. 

The case against the McAteers is pos- 
session of a loaded revolver with intent to 
endanger life. 

Earlier in the morning the prisoners had 
been brought on Crossley tenders from the 
jail, in Bishop street, which since Friday 
has been closely watched on all sides by 
special patrols of police. 

The proceedings again took place behind 
closed doors, no members of the public 
being admitted into the court, which was 
guarded at all entrances. About a score of 
police officers stood in the vicinity of the 
dock. — 

When the men were last before the 
Court it was stated that among the articles 
seized at the McAteers’ house were 68 
sticks of geliznite, a loaded revolver, an 
seditious literature, and yesterday it was 
said a printing press had also been seized 
there. 


APPLICATION FOR BAIL 


Mr. Andrew Robb, solicitor, said at the 
previous hearing Mr. Patrick Maxwell had 
appeared for all the accused except Hugh 
McAteer, jun., who as a soldier of the 
Irish Republic refuses to recognise the 
Court, but, with Mr. Maxwell's consent, 
he begged to appear on behalf of Edward 
Gerard McAteer. 

District-Inspector Lynn—These charges 
have to go before the Attorney-General, 
and beyond a remand we cannot proceed 
‘without his authority. I am merely ask- 
ing for a remand, and 1 do not propose to 
offer any further evidence. 

Mr. Robb siiid he could make no objec- 
tion to the application for a remand, but 
he did wish to press his worship for bail 
for Edward McAteer. The reasons were 
that this man was only twenty-two years 
of age; he was employed as a tax officer 
in the Income Tax Office in Londonderry ; 
he had been in that employment for six 
years ; he had taken an oath of allegiance 
in connection with his position. His client 
had instructed him that he was not a 
member, and never had been a member, 
of any political organisation or illegal 
association. Mr. Burnard, his superior 
officer in the Income Tax Office, was 
present, and he had spoken to him, and he 
was prepared to go into the box and give 
his worship a statement regarding the 
| accused man’s character. 


CHARGE AGAINST CARLIN 


Mr. Maxwell, on behalf of the others,

Many of the places figuring in the 
news from Spain are familiar to Irish 
and English people as a result of 
their inclusion in the itineraries of 
Mediterranean cruises. 

Malaga, which is reported fo have 
suffered considerable destruction by 
fire, is a favourite holiday place; 
was founded by the Phoenicians, and 
has considerable manufactures. 

Cadiz is the capital of Andalusia, 
and is one of the most important 
Spanish ports. It was hcre that Sir 
Francis Drake destroyed the Spanish 
Fleet in 1587. 

Barcelona is the most important 
manufacturing city in Spain. It is 
heautifully situated on the shores of 
the Mediterranean, and is the capita] 
of Catalonia. The Catalans have a 
atrong desire for independence, and a 
few years ago Barcelona was the 
scene of serious fighting, when an at- 
tempt was made to set up an inde- 
pendent State. The majority of tho 
inhabitants of Barcelona are strongly 
anti-Fascist, and it is surprising that 
the rebel movement has made pro- 
grecs there. 

Seville is famous in both song and 
story, and still possesses many traces 
of its Moorish origin. 

Tetuan, the -capital of Spanish 
Morocco, has Arab and Jewish quar- 
ters of considerable interest, as well 
as a modern, well-laid-out Spanish 
quarter. It is connected by rail with

FOREIGNER KILLED 


In San Sebastian there has been a 
number of violent incidents, according to 
a Glasgow man arriving at Hendaye.

“ During our tour of Spain we were 
detained at San Sebastian to await 
authorisation to continue our journey.

A new British attempt to scale Mount 
Everest is to be made within the next two 
or three years, it was revealed to Reuter 
by members of the first party of the 1936 
Everest expedition before they sailed for 
home in the liner Rawalpindi. The mem- 
bers—Mr. F. 8S. Smythe, Mr. Wyn Harris, 
and Dr. Noel Humphreys—added that the 
attempt depended, of course, on whether 
the Tibetian Government gave the neces- 
sary permission. The next expedition, they 
said, was likely to be smaller in size, and 
would probably arrive in India in the 
month of January in order to avoid the 
monsoon, which was unusually early this 
year. 

“ H only the weather had been favour- 
able,’’ said Mr. Smythe, ‘‘ we would have 
been successful in our attempt to climb 
Everest this time.” 

He added that the expedition had had 
the ‘‘ happiest time ' on the mountain, 
and had gained experience that would 
stand in good stead during the next 
attempt. 

Their only problem was the perplexing 
changes in weather conditions, which never 
appeared to be the same for two years in 
succession. 

The members of the expedition were con- 
siderably worried about the loss of the 
1,000 letters they had despatched. Mr. 


Smythe was particularly sorry that his 


wife had had no letters from him for three 


months. They paid a tribute to their 
leader, Mr. Hugh Ruttledge, who 
India after them with other members of 
the expedition.

DOUBLES WIN IN DAVIS 
CUP TIE

Australia are one up in the inter-eone final 
of the Davis Cup as the result of a comfort- 
able doublea victory against Germany at 
Wimbledon yesterday. They are now 
favourites for the honour of challenging 
Britain for the trophy on Saturday next, 
despite the injury which threatened to rob 
them of the further services of their 
champion, Adrian Quist. 

Vivian McGrath, who took Quist’s place as 
partner to J. H. Crawford in the doubles 
match, played a great game to help his side 
to defeat Baron von Cramm and H. Henkel 
6-4, 4-6, 6-4, 6-4. 


DOUBTS ABOUT QUIST 


The first two singles were divided, so that 
the issue remains on the two matches to be 
played to-day. Crawford meets von Cramm 
in the first game, and the indications are that 
McGrath will again be called uin as sub- 
stitute for Quist against Henkel. Quist’s 
ankle injury, received in his match with 
von Cramm on Saturday, proved to be worse 
than was thought. McGrath watched his 
colleague yesterday arriving at the ground 
on crutches. Quist had bruised a bone and 
twisted a ligament, and although no definite 
decision has yet been made about his fitness, 
his chances of playing are not good, 

e Germans were sadly off form in the 
doubles—von Cramm especially. Crawford 
played a beautifully steady game, creating 
openings for the dashing McCirath to bring 
off the winning shot. Henkel, who had not 
had much practice lately owing to a chill, 
played without confidence at the start, and 
the Australians made him the focus of their 
attack. 


HENKEL’S ERRORS 


The first time they broke through the 
service happened to be against von Cramm, 
but their success was largely due to Henkel’s 
errors in timing and direction. Australia 
went on to win the set easily. 

Henkel improved considerably in the second 
set, when the Germans reversed a 3-2 lead 
against them to make if set-all; but then 
van Cramm fell away. McGrath seemed to 
have one purpose throughout the remainder 
of the match, and that was to bang the ball 
hard at von Cramm with his two-handed shot 
on the backhand. Seven times out of ten 
the German was unable to get in a good 
return. The ball either came at his head cr 
at his feet, and travelled so fast that it was 
a feat on the German’s part at times to 
prevent it hitting him. 

The opportunities for all this spectacular 
work on McGrath’s part came from the 
fluency of strokes of Crawford, who served 
and drove in brilliant style. Not once did 
the former Wimbledon champion lose a ser- 
vice game, but his returns enabled his side 
to break through in the second game of the 
third set, which they again won 6-4. 


SERVICE A FEATURE 


Australia started the fourth set by captur- 
ing Henkel’s service, and then held on grimly 
to their lead. Germany never looked like 
catchirig up, and McGrath clinched the match 
with a service ace. The serving was one of 
the features of the match. Henkel took the 
honours by serving four aces in succession 
to win the seventh game of the first set. 

Crawford, on his present form, is quite 
likely to-day to avenge his defeat by von 
Cramm in the Wimbledon championships, and 
in that case Australia would be assured of 
victory no matter what happens in the othe 
match.

R. JUSTICE LEWIS, at Manchester 
M Assizes yesterday, gave judgment íor 

Mr. Douglas Montagu Wood in the 
Aintree Racecourse action. Mr. Wood was 
awarded £3,250 damages and costs. 

The Judge ordered that the amount should 
be paid into Court, and granted a stay of 
execution for twenty-one days. 

The case, which lasted six days, and 
aroused considerable interest in sporting 
circles, was that in which Mr. Wood, formerly 
Clerk of the Course at Aintree and deputy 
managing director of Tophams, Ltd., lessees 
and managers of the course, claimed damages 
from the firm for wrongful dismissal cr 
breach of contract. 

Mr. Wood claimed that the agreement ap- 
pointing him was still in force, and the 
defence was that, Mr. Wood did not fulfil the 
conditions of the agreement. 

During the hearing of the case Lord Derby 
gave evidence. 


THE JUDGMENT 


Mr. Justice Lewis, giving judgment, said 
that Mr. Wood was appointed ree manag- 
ing director and Clerk of the Course for a 
period of seven years from January, 1934, at 
an annual salary of £1,200. In addition, 
there was to be an annual bonus as director 
of £200, and for expenses a rum of £100. | 

Mr. Justice Lewis said that he was — 
satisfied that Mr. Wood was an excellent 
Clerk of the Course and knew his work, and 
the complaint against him was not so much 
that he failed to discharge his duties as clerk, 
but that he took too much on himself and 
failed to act in the best interests of the 
company by failing to give information to 
which the company thought they were 
entitled. 

Referring to Mr. A. R. Topham, the Judge 
said that he took very little interest in the 
company, and he might say at that stage 
he had formed the opinion that Mr. W. W. 
Topham and Mr. A. R. Topham were com- 
plete nonentities, They had little or no 
knowledge of racing, and, in fact, were 
content to let things slide, with the result 
that in 1933, Mr. Wood, who was a great 
friend of Mr. W. W. Topham, got the com- 
slete upper hand, and, in fact, ran Mr. W. 
V.-Topham and was really in control of the 
Board. 


GETTING CONTROL 


That conduct soo ng ee 4 led certain 
members of the Topham family to set them- 
selves to the task of getting the control of 
the management of the company out of the 
hands of Mr. Wood. The ringleader was 
Mrs. A R. Topham, a person of dominatin 
and masterful character and personality, and, 
no doubt, of considerable business acumen. 
Not only did she dominate everyone with 
whom she came in contact, but she com- 
jletely dominated her husband, Mr. A. B. 
Kopham. The evidence he gave completely 
showed this, and it was not going too far to 
say that he frankly admitted that his wife 
controlled him. 

The Judge then referred to a letter of Feb- 
ruary 20, 1933, sent to Mr, A. R. Topham 
by Mr. G. W. Hedley, a retired school- 
master. It was obvious that there might 
have been more than one previous communi- 
cation, because the letter spoke of “ clipping 
the wing ” of Mr, Wood. 

The Judge was satisfied that Mr. Hedley, 
who, owing to illness, had not been able to 
give evidence, had been approached by Mr. 
A. R. Topham, or, more probably, Mrs. A. 
R. Topham, with a. view of joming the 
campaign against Mr. Wood. Mr. Hedley’s 
knowledge of company matters could only be 
equalled by his ignorance of racing matters, 
and he (the Judge) was satisfied that he was 
totally unfitted to assume,“ as he did 
eventually, the chairmanship of the company. 


“BEHIND THE SCENES” 


The Judge said that the first active gteps 
of the campaign was a requisition by certain 
members of the Bhanna dús April 5, 1933. 
The requisition was made to convene an 
extraordinary general meeting for the purpose 
of passing certain resolutions. Mr. and Mrs.

A. R. Topham tried to persuade as many 
members of the ama as poseible to join 
in this reguisition. e campaign against 
Mr. Wood continued behind the scenes,. an 
Mrs. A. R. Topham was doing her utmost te 
pave the way for a change for herself and her 
allies and for the ousting of Mr. Wood, 
Although he (the Judge) was not able te 
conceal from himself the fact that Mr. Wood 
had been extremely stubborn, Mrs. A, R. 
Topham and other members of the Topham 
family started on a policy of pin-pricks. 
‘ And,” said the Judge, “ their methods 
were, to say the least, not always above 
board.”’ 

The Judge said he was satisfied that on no 


Í occasion did Mr. Wood fail to carry out the 


orders of the joint managing directors. He 
was satisfied that nothimg had occurred, 
except possibly the action of the chairman 
and Mr. and Mrs. Topham, to make his post- 
tion intolerable. There was no justification 
for the vote of censure upon him.

Gaumont British Future 


As briefly announced yesterday, arrange- 
ments have been made for Loews (which 
controls Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer) to make a 
third in the Gaumont - British - Twentieth 
Century-Fox relationship.

Isidore Ostrer’s recent negotiations with 
American film magnates will probably be 
issued. Loews is believed to have acquired 
a substantial shareholding in Gaumont- 
British. In addition, it is understood that 
a new company is to be formed, controlled 
in Exgland, whose stock will be held jointly 
by Loews, Gaumont and Twentieth Century. 
This company will handle the distribution of 
the American companies’ films in England. 
The American companies, for their part, will 
distribute Gaumont films in Britain. At the 
presert time Twentieth Century Fox owns a 
majority shareholding in the Metropolis and 
Bradford Trust, which, in turn, owns 
2.915.000 of the 5,000,000 Ordinary shares of 
Gaumont-British. ‘Voting control — of 
Gaumont-British, however, is in British 
hands. In connection with these negotia- 
tions, it is interesting to note that in his 
recent advisory report to the Paramount

GUARDING THE HEALTH 
OF COMPETITORS 


. 


HE medical and health service at the 
Olympic Games aims to provide care 
and attention in all cases’ of accident 
and illness; to watch over the health of the 
competitors and to supply them with the best 
medical advice, and to control the general 
hygienic conditions. The control of the service 
at the Reich Sports Field and all other arenas 
lies in the hands of State Councillor Dr. 
Conti, while the medical care will be super- 
vised by Professor Gebhardt. 

In addition to providing accommodation for 
the competitors in the Olympic Village and 
hnaraed, the Army is ha responsible for 
the medical and health service there. This 
has been organised by General Ziaja, of the 
Army Medical Service, and the staff of 
military doctors will include the necessary 
specialists and also a dentist. Sports doctors 
will likewise be in attendance. 

The medical service will be centred in a 
special building, but there will also be rooms 
in the Hindenburg House, with the most 
modern scientific equipment, which will be 
available to foreign doctors for the examina- 
tion and treatment of members of their teams. 

_bpecially selected and trained non-commis- 
sioned officers will act as assistants to the 
doctors and as sports masseurs. Red Cross 
nurses will act as masseuses for the lady com- 
petitors living at Elsgrund. 


THE MEDICAL HOUSE 
The Medical House at the Reich Sports 


| Field is situated near the Swimming Hall, it, 


too, is equipped with all possible scientific 
apparatus for‘examination and treatment, and 
possesses two operation rooms, A small num- 
ber of patients can be accommodated there 
for treatment, but in general they will hn 
removed to hospitals. The nurses and doctors 
of both sexes at this Medical House will 
attend to the lady competitors living in the 
Comradeship House. There are seven Red 
Cross stations scattered about the Reich 
Sports Field, of which the most important 
one for the competitors is that at the Mara- 
thon Gate with Roentgen equipment. All 
Red Cross stations are linked up by tele- 
phone with each other and with the central 
Red Cross department of the City of Berlin. 

The Deutschland Hall, the regatta course 
at Grunau and all other arenas and training 
centres are similarly provided with medical

attention. Thanks to Dr. Wagner, the 
Reich Medical Leader, and Dr. Ketterer, 
Leader of the Association of Sports Doctors, 
the Medical House for the Winter Games at 
Garmisch-Partenkirchen has been set up at 
the training grounds at Eichkamp. It is 
specially equipped for sports medical examina- 
tions, and consequently will be staffed by 
members of the Association of Sports Doctors. 


AT GRUNAU 


At Griinau there are three Red Cross 
stations on land and one on board a vessel. 
The Koepenick Schloss and other places 
where the oarsmen will reside have all medica! 
rooms. 

Sixty doctors in all will devote their whole 

time to the medical service. If necessary, 
the greatest specialists in Berlin will be ready 
to assist them, The Red Cross will supply 
the attendants and nurses at the Red Cross 
stations, Further help will be given by 
members of the Labour Service. 

Ambulances of the Berlin Red Cross will 
be ready for the conveyance of injured or 
sick, Special accommodation will be re.

Hospital, so that they will be all together.

If desired, patients can «he 
accommodated in hospitals run by religious

IN BERLIN 


Throughout Berlin itself, at the railway 
stations and other centres, there will be 
special Red Cross stations, especially on days 
when such events as the Marathon Race and 
the Cycling Road Race take place. The 
ordinary lied Cross stations will be rein- 
forced. A special arrangement has been 
made with Berlin doctors for the care of 
persons residing in the mass quarters, 

The use of the medical equipment in the 
Olympic Village, in the medical house on 
the Reich sports field and in the Red Cross 
stations, and the ambulance transport for 
competitors, are free ot charge. The medical 
care of the competing yachtsmen at Kiel 
is under the control of Dr. Schirren. Thére 
will be doctors and Red Cross attendants 
on the steamers conveying spectators, and 
the Red Cross will alse organise a special 
service for street accidents.

BE SARCASTIC 


WRONG TREATMENT FOR. 
CHILDREN

(By a Medical Psychologist.) 


Sarcasm is one of the most harmful forms 
of correction that can be employed against a 
child. Where the child is sensitive a sarcastic 
cruel remark may leave. a hurt that will 
endure for years, and even through life. 
Children ‘can be exasperating at times, and. 
it is often tempting for harassed parents and. 
teachers to combat obstinacy or stupidity 
with sarcasm. But the adult must be ever on. 
guard against giving a mental hurt which 
may es, sn a sense of inferiority that may 
later become a stubborn complex. 

Among the young patients who come for 
treatment to the British Institute of Medical 
Psychology are many who have developed an 
anti-social attitude simply through a feeling 
of inferiority induced by sarcastic scolding 
at a psychologically tender age. . 

A AE EN AAEeiishir honestly anxious to im- 
prove the slowness of one of his pupils, held 
the lad up to ridicule before the whole class 
by reading aloud the wrong answers he had 
given In an examination. e boy is now on 
the threshold of manhood, intelligent and 
keen. But the whole of his progress is being 
handicapped by acute shyness, and a feeling 
of not being the equal of others—all due to 
that classroom incident when he was twelve 
years old. 

After weeks of treatment one of the 
institute’s doctors is beginning to dissolve the 
young man’s complex by showing him its 
origin, and so giving him a new confidence 
in himself, But it is slow work. That 
moment of thoughtless sarcasm in his school- 
days has caused an injury that may yet take 
months to heal.

PUNCTUATION AND THE 
PIONEER

There are twelve annual public holidays in 
Southern Rhodesia. The recent suggestion 
that the name of one of these should be 
changed has led to a curious discovery. The 
moving of a comma might mean that a 
legion of men will be forgotten. 

Rhodes’ Day is celebrated on the second 
Monday in July, and Founder's Day on the 
Tuesday following. 

Many people in the colony have long been 
ander the impression that both these holi- 
days are in commemoration of *Rhodes, the 
founder of the colony Since, however, it 
has been suggested that the latter, or Tues- 
day, holiday should be altered from 
Founder’s Day to Beit Day, the fact has 
emerged that some time during the last 
thirty-three years the apostrophe has been 
moved, thus changing the word from plural 
to singular—from the honourable and 
numerous company of founders to the one 
great founder. 

Indeed, it seems clear that Founder's Day 
was originally intended to honour the 
memory of the pioneers who crossed the Tuli 
lwiver on Ist July, 1890, and the early settlers 
before and after them. 

Those who oppose the change to Beit Day 
argue that the name of Beit can never be 
forgotten in Rhodesia. 

Alfred Beit developed the ideas of Rhodes 
unwaveringly in every scheme he initiated, 
and Otto Beit carried on his brother's ex- 
traordinary benelactions to the country. 
Under the word “ Founders,’’ however, are 
the first Rhodesians, who carried on under 
difficulties and dangers- modern Rhodesians 
are in danger of forgetting, as well as the 
men and women who endured them. They, 
therefore, want the apostrophe put back to 
the end of “ Founders,” and the word re- 
tained as the name of the public holiday 
following Rhodes’ Day.
